ing the pupils and for assisting the 
farmers of their community in any 
agricultural problems 
that 
might 


arise. 
With the exception of the County 


Teachers Training school at Marinet- 
te no other .County Normal in the 
state offers the advantages of getting 
both an agricultural 
an'd Normal 


education that the Wood County in- 
stitution does. 
Prospective teachers 


that come to this city for their edu- 
cation are taken in and given 
all 


the rudiments that go into the mold- 
ing of a sudcesCul teacher. 
In ad- 


dition to this city they are instructed 
in agricultural 
pursuits 
that fi=- 


them to give 
the average 
farmer 


much assistance in the finer point 
of farming, knowledge 
that 
most 


people in the country have not the 
moans of obtaining except by 
at- 


tending an agricultural school. 
The 


teachers can go into the field, select, 
seed corn, tell a farmer 
what 
the 


trouble is with his potatoes, graina 
or most anything he is experiencing 
difficulty with. 
In addition to this 


the teacher imparts this knowledge 
to her pupils who leave the 
coun- 


try schools of the county better able 
to assist in the farm work or equip- 
ped to start out on a farm for them- 
selves. 


After outlining the plan 
that 
is 


carried out 
by 
the Wood County 


Normal and after answering numer- 
ous questions which 
showed 
they 


were pretty familiar with the wor'- 
done here, the members of the State 
Board 
o£ 
Education 
-spoke 
veiy 


higly of this plan. 
The point tha'. 


they seemed 
particularly 
pleased 


with was the economic 
means 
ir 


offered 
for spreading 
agricultural 


information through the schools of 
•the county. 
They stated that 
they 


were ready to co-operate 
in 
every 


way in making this school system 
;< 


success antTit is hoped to carry the 
plan out in the future on a more cz- 
lensive scale lhan il 
has 
been 
in 


lhe past. 


That this school 
has previously 


been recognized for lhe work 
they 


have been 'doing is demonstrated in 
the fact that only one other 
school 


of this kind in Wisconsin is receiv- 
ing Federal Aid. 
This federal aid is 


an unusual advantage to a 
school- 


as has enabled the local 
institution 


lo carry out the "Two Weeks School" 
plan in this counly. 
This 
affords 


farmer boys or olhers interested 
in 


agriculture throughout 
the 
coun- 


ty a chance to attend a short agri- 
cultural session in their community. 
Such a school is being conducted in 
Pittsville at the present time and ac- 
cording to the reports from that city 
is receiving the strongest 
support 


and enjoying a large attendance. 


. That the reputation of this school 


has spread farther than , within 
the 


bounds of the state is shown by an 
article which appeared in the Vir- 
ginia Journal of Education in a 
re- 


cent issue. 
The article 
is 
written 


by Mrs. F. C. Beverley, of Whitnell. 
Virginia, who visited 
the 
Counly 


Normal here last fall. 
When Mrs. 


Beverley arrived for her visit Prof. 
Jackson told her that he was afraid 
she had come at the wrong time, as 
the entire agricultural class was at 
work in a corn field in the 
county 


selecting seed - corn 
for 
farmer?. 


This naturally surprised the visitor, 
but she decided that this was 
just 


the-right time to see the 
teachers 


doing .iust what is the aim of every 
institution to have 
their 
teachers 


capable of doing. 
Mrs. Beverley 


was taken out to the field where the 
seed corn w.as being selected, and in 
the Journal she'says: 


"A visit to Wood County Train- 


ing school. Grand Rapids,

sin, has lefl very pleasant memories. 
Prof. M. H. Jackson, with 'his strong 
crop* of teachers, is doing much for 
the schools of Wood County. Again 
the work of the graduate 
wa?

MORTIMER WILSON 


MAY GET PARDON 


A movement has been started by 


the Prison Reform Association 
of 


this state to pardon Mortimer Wil- 
son, slayer of Grant 
Beardsley 
of 


this city, Wilson, it is 
stated, 
has 


been in very poor health for some 
Lime past and has been confined t" 
the tubercular ward due to his bro- 
ken down physical condition. 


The story of the murder no doubt 


stands very prominent in the minds 
of Grand Rapids people. 
Wilson, 


disguised with a handkerchief over 
his face, hid in the Beardsley barn, 
awaiting Grant Beardsley's return 
from the store. 
Wilson had been 


employed in the store as 
delivery 


man and was familiar with the fact 
that Beardsley was in the 
habit of 


bringing the store's 
money 
home 


with 
him at 
night. 
When 
Mr. 


Beardsley came to 
the 
barn 
and 


started to' unhitch the horse Wilson 
stepped out and commanded him to 
throw up his hands, Beardsley was 
uuder the impression that 
it 
was 


some one fooling 
and 
instead 
of 


complying wilh Ihe demand, turned 
around to take the 
bridle 
off the 


horse. 
Wilson fired and instead of 


attempting to rob became frightened 
and fled. Eeardsley fell with a bul- 
let in his abdomen. 


Beardsley was rushed to the hospi- 


tal but in spite of all that could be 
done for him passed away the fol- 
lowing morning. 
Later in the even- 


ing, as the story was told by the au- 
thorities, a handkerchief was picked 
up in the Lincoln School yard 
and 


identified by a local merchant as one 
that lie had sold Wilson that day. 
Wilson was located at the home of 
some friends of his where 
a 
party 


was in progress. 
When accused he 


at first look the matter lightly deny- 
ing his guilt but when pressed wilh 
questions became confused and ad- 
mitted that he was the guilty man. 
He was taken to Wausau the follow- 
ing morning due to some tbreals of 
violence on Ihe parl of ' the 
local 


people and later to 
Slevens 
Poiut 


where he was sentenced to 
a. 
life 


term iu Ihe state prison. 


A. C. 
Petrie,

of 
t'he 


Prison Reform Association, was 
in 


the city the first of the week, stat- 
ed that 
Wilson's 
case 
was 
being 


looked up preparatory lo asking the 
Governor to grant his pardon. Rev. 
Petrie. who is at present pastor of 
the Congregational church at 
Clin- 


tonville in addition to his 
work 
as 


visiting Chaplain of the Reform As- 
socialiou, states that from 
all 
ap- 


pearance Wilson 
was 
never 
given 


much of a chance to fight his case at 
the time of his conviction. 
Follow- 


in the murder Wilson was rushed to 
Wausau and then to Stevens Point 
where he was convicted. 
It is stated 


that he never had an 
attorney 
to 


represent him and pleaded guilty to 
the charge with the assurance lhat 
he would be shown clemency. 
The 


result was that when ho admitted his 
guilt he was given the limit and had 
completed six years of his 
sentence 


last October. 
How the 
Governor 


will feel on the malter depends pro- 
bably on how plausible the Associa- 
tions grounds for 
pat-don 
appear, 


however, due to the break dov/u 
in 


Wilson's health it is expected lhat he. 
will be released.

Senator Nye's Bill Patterned Aft- 


er S. A. T. C. System. 


OFFERS EDUCATION TO MEN 


^oldiers Who Were Unable to Finish 


Their Studies Could Attend a 
School or University and Be 


Paid $30 a Month. 


Madison.—A bill to aid the re- 


turning soldiers in completing their 
educational courses, broken off by en- 
trance of the war, and to help others 
secure uu education which will assist 
them In "life'will be offered in .tlie sen- 
nte this week by Senator R. 3. Nye of 
Superior. 
The idea of the bill offered is taken 


from the educational feature of the S. 
A. T. C. system. 
Under that plan sol- 


diers were sent to the university and 
normal schools, given special training 
along certain lines and paid a salary 
of $30 a month while attending. The 
Nye bill contains the same feature. To 
Wisconsin soldiers returning who de- 
sire an education in university and 
normal schools he proposes to send 
them to school and pay then) *:W a 
month, as wus. done under the S. A. T. 
C. system. 
"I think the state of Wisconsin 


wvujts to do something of real service 
for its soldiers who are" returning," 
said State Senator R. J. N.ve. "Many 
of these boys who entered the service 
were students in the university, in the 
normal schools, and some were seniors 
in the high schools of tills state. Their 
educational program of life was brok- 
en into. This bill will give them as- 
sistance in completing their educa- 
tional program and will fit them to be- 
come better citizens." 


Several bills have been introduced 


in both houses of the legislature to aid 
returning soldiers. Senator Oscar L. 
Olson of Blanchardville has offered a 
measure to have the state pay the in- 
surance of soldiers for a period of two 
years 
Senator L. E. Cunningham of 


Beloit has offered a bill to have the 
state advance three months' pay to 
honorably discharged soldiers. Gover- 
nor Philipp's message to the legisla- 
ture showed that 118,000 soldiers have 
gone direct into the service from V, is- 
consin. He declares, however, that a 
conservative estimate shows that 10,- 
000 additional men from Wisconsin 
went into the service in the states of 
Illinois. Minnesota and Michigan, and 
perhaps from other commonwealths. 
This gives a grand total of 128,000 
Wisconsin men in the service. Assum- 
ing an average three months' pay of 
i?100, which military men estimate to 
be conservative, the expenditure would 
amount to $12,800,000. Senator Cun- 
ningham points out, however, that con- 
gress is moving slow and would reim- 
burse the state for the amount expend- 
ed.Both houses of the legislature have 
adopted a resolution asking congress 
to pass a law giving three months pay 
to returning soldiers upon their honor- 
able discharge. 
Another bill has been 


offered which provides that returning 
soldiers shall be given educational in- 
struction in the higher institutions of 
Wisconsin without tuition. 
Another 


bill which is pending before the sen- 
ate provides that soldiers in the world 
war shall be given preference in the 
making of appointments from civil ser- 
vice lists. Senator Schultz has a meas- 
ure which seeks to have'the state, 
county and municipality furnish em- 
ployment to soldiers who are unable 
to find employment otherwise. 


Several measures have been offered 


upon the subject of the erection of me- 
morials to soldiers of the world war. 
Senator A. J. Pullen of Fond du Lac 
has a bill which permits counties and 
municipalities to appropriate money 
for the erection of a memorial. 
Sen- 


ator Roy P. Wile-ox of Euu Claire is 
the author of a bill appropriating $00,- 
000 for the erection of arraoriesi in the 
state and" that such armories shall 
contain a roll call of the soldiers who 
entered the service from that locality. 
Senator Claire B. Bird of Wausau has 
•i bill for the erection of social center 
community houses which shall be dedi- 
cated to the honor of the soldiers from 
that community in the world war. One 
assembly bill provides that dentists 
and nurses who did service in the 
world war shall be permitted tp return 
to this state and continue to practice 
their profession without the formality 
of a required examination to obtain a 
license. 


Governor Philipp will receive this 


week the Donnelly bill, which has al- 
ready passed both houses of the legis- 
lature 'providing that municipalities 
shall furnish free the use of "auditori- 
ums to welcome returning soldiers. 
The governor will approve the meas- 
ure.

homo demonstration agent told her lit- 
tle audience, composed ot! wives o£ 
riinrhrrs: "If any of you would like 
mi; to come to your homo and talk over 
your individual problems, I would be 
very glnd to K' 
1-" Then: was a pause. 


Tho extension work was new In that 
county. .It \vas quite evident that most 
of thorn Coll. their individual problems 
were not tho kind which could bo 
solved by outside help. Finally, a clis- 
coura;:ed-lookin^' little woman, por- 
hnps fi.'otiiiK that she had reached tho 
placo whero she was willing to try any- 
thing, listlessly snid she would be glad 
to see tho speaker tho next day. 


Undor u burning sun tho agent drove 


her little machine through thick dust 
to n dilapidated. unUomollke shack. 
Worn out in working against too heavy 
odds, with little knowledge of house- 
work and no conveniences, the woman 
had lost nil ambition to improve her 
homo, and her husband was too busy 
with farm work. Everything was ut 
sixes and .sevens, and swarms of flies 
aclclod tho last depressing touch. 


Practical Housekeeping Needed. 


The extension worker was surprised 


when slu: learned that her dispirited 
hostess was n graduate of a famous 
eastern college, where she had special- 
ized in music. There was; littlo oppor- 
tunity nosv to use hor musical knowl- 
edge, but there was natch for home 
economics, which had not been in- 
cluded in hor curriculum. 


Tho dish washing, which tho home 


demonstration agent's coming had in- 
terrupted, was roKumed. Anxious to 
help, tho agent hesitated— so cold and 
(slimy was the dish water, nnd so nause- 
ating the half-washed dishes, which 
were to be driod on a wet and none-too 
clean towol. Feeling some apology vns 
necessary, Mrs. D. confessed she had 
lost heart trying to make things hab- 
itable. All she did, day after day, was 
cook, wash dishes, and mind the baby. 
Her husband had promised not to rent 
the ranch nun In. but to move into town 
In thn spring, and she said she was 
enduring until that happy time came. 


Of nil tho tasks she loathed, she said 


wbllo fishing another plate out of the 
semi-linuid dish water, dish washing 
l-.eld first rank. Tho agent thought il 


n perfectly Justifiable hatred because 
of the way her hostess did It. 
The 


visitor asked if she had ever tried 
using hotter water, placing the dishes 
in a wire drainer, pouring scalding 
water over them, and then placing tho 
drainer in the open window for tli« 
sunshine to dry the dishes. 


"No; and I'm not going to spend a 


dollar on a dish drainer when I am 
going to town In the spring," was 
reply. 


A Way Ready at Hand.

It an- 
nounced that they might expect a visit 
from Mrs. D.'s college roommate, whom 
she had not seen since she graduated.

While it is no 


doubt true that more money is needed 
to conduct campaigns under primaries 
and direct elections, yet it. is a fact, 
if one harks back to other days, that 
money was spent in large quantities at 
state legislatures to elect senators; 
not always, but sometimes. 


The' Him remains unchanged. Sen- 


ator Wadsworth of New York, who 
spent some time in the war zones, told 
the senate that as a result of the 
war "the Germans exhibit no sign of 
sorrow or remorse, or humiliation; 
they still continue to see the whole 
matter from the most materialistic 
vlewpoiut.

ought to get out, and keeping men who 
would be better off if they remained 
for some time to come. It is rather 
snd to think that there are many 
thousands of discharged soldiers out of 
employment who would he better off if 
kept In the service, while there are 
as many thousands kept in who would 
like to get out and get back to their 
old jobs. One of the causes of this 
condition is the determination to dis- 
charge the soldiers by units rather 
than as individuals. Perhaps it was 
necessary, but it seems to have caused 
a great deal of dissatisfaction.

There seems to be a disposition to 


keep up high priced organizations, to 
keep officers In the service, to maintain 
buildings and pay rents, all of which1 
costs a great .deal of money. Yet 
there are many soldiers discharged 
who do not know exactly what they 
are going to do to earn a living. Com- 
plaints and criticisms of the methods 
of .demobilization have been heard 
quite frequently In congress, and let- 
ters of complaint from people all over 
the country have been read or printed 
In the proceedings. 


The first strict party vote wl ich has 


occurred In the United States senate 
for a long time was on the Newberry- 
Ford contest from Michigan. It was 
not of very much importance ard came 
up on a question of sustaining a rul- 
ing by Vice President Marshall. The 
fact that the Democrats voted one way 
and the Republicans another indicates 
that this case may be decided on 
strict party lines. Only once before In 


, this session has there been anything 
like a close party vote. That was on a 
question as to whether census em- 
ployes should be appointed under civil 
service rules or without restrictions. 
Senator Sutherland of West Virginia 
voted several times with the Demo- 
crats against placing the census em- 
ployes under civil service. 


Congressman Garner of Texas regis- 


tered a "kick" in the house on the 
passport restrictions now in force be- 
tween this country and Mexico. It 
seems that during the wnr people 
who wanted to go.to Mexico from the 


i United States or to come'from Mexico 
1 to this country had to have passports 
—unless they were willing to take the 
chance of being shot by crossing the 
border without them. Garner's com- 
plaint was that some of his constitu- 


' ents who merely wanted to make a 
journey of 50 miles or so into Mexico 
and co'me back the same dny were re- 
quired 
to furnish passports, which 


meant n great deal of delay. 


A great problem in reaching reduc- 


tions" in the high cost of living is 


i to find out where these reductions 
shall begin; whether the prices of 
,food and other necessities shall be 
reduced first, or whether there shall 
! first' be a cut 
in wages. 
Labor 


interests everywhere- are strenuously 
obiecting to making the first sacrifice, 
either in the reduction of wages or in 
laying off men. According to tele- 
grams which have been coming to 
Washington from various parts of the 
country, it appears that there has been 
a great cessation of employment and 
many thousands of men have been laid 
off in various cities and towns in many 
kinds of industry. It is not expected 
that laying ofC men and stopping pro- 
' duction will soon reduce the cost of 
living, although in time it will tend 
in that direction. 


Discussion of the bill appropriating 


$100.000,000 for the starving ' people 
of Europe developed the possibility of 
starvation and bread lines in this coun- 
try as a result of stopping production 
arid the consequent lack of employ- 
ment for hundreds of thousands of 
workers. An intimation was made that 
it was quite possible thnt men in this 
country would object seriously to the 
shipment of-foodstuffs abroad if their 
wives and children were without food. 


The United States would have made 


n much more wonderful showing in the 
war ii it hud lasted six or eight 
months longer. It is not generally 
known that there was enough gas 
manufactured in the United States and 
now held for future disposition to have 
spread all over Germany. That gas 
was to have been shipped during the 
winter, to be used in the spring cam- 
paign if there had been such n cam- 
paign. And then we were getting ready- 
to go much farther in the way of war 
on the sea. It is altogether probable 
that in spite of mines and other ob- 
structions the German coast would 
have been attacked. The United States 
had 200,000 sailors who never went to 
sea, but were in training, while there 
were contracts out for thousands of 
naval craft that could have been used 
not 
only 
against 
submarines, 
but 


against the German coast. In the lan- 
guage of one of our heroes of long 
ago, we were "just beginning to fight." 


Vice President Marshall, complying 


with a standing order of the senate, 
this venr designated Senator Freling- 
huysen of New Jersey to read Wash- 
ington's farewell address on the 22d of 
February.

Each member is interested in the bet- 
terment of one breed and can work 
out his local problems in direct co- 
operation with his neighbors, the com-

Instructive lectures on poultry man- 
agement usually are delivered at those 
gatherings by representatives of the 
state agricultural college or other 
qualified parties. 


WINTER CONDITIONS 


In the spring the production 


of eggs on the farm is an easy 
mutter. Fowls which are at lib- 
erty to roam find an abundance 
of green and animal food on 
their range, which with grain 
furnishes a perfect ration for 
laying hens. In addition to this 
they got plenty of exercise and 
fresh air. There Is a valuable 
lesson here that every poultry 
keeper can learn from nature. 
So far as lies within his power 
the poulirynvjii .should aim to 
make winter conditions spring- 
like.

Cheap Containers 
Best. 


The cost and treatment of containers 


have much to do with success [in mar- 
keting by parcel post. 
A- container 


.should be cheap, neat, and li^rltt. 
The 


amounts involved in most: parcel-post 
shipments of farm produce do not war- 
rant the use of an expensive, heavy 
package because of thu lirst cost and 
the charges for postage.

tainer should be adapted to (he par- 
ticular produce shipped aud should be 
whole and clean.

The trouble of returning empty con- 


tainers often inlluences people to dis- 
continue parcel-post marketing. The 
ci!y dweller often has little room to

cost of postage Is high on small ship- 
ments. 
Then, too. It is often incon- 


venient to take a bulky package to the 
post office station. 
If the customer 


can not conveniently store them and 
return three or four at one time tho 
producer should, if possible, use con- 
tainers that are cheap enough for a 
single service.

Where to Pay and File. 


' Residents of Wisconsin are required

axes to Paul A. Hemmy, Milwaukee, 
or to Burt Williams, Madison, Collec- 
ors of Internal Revenue, or to any of 
Jhe deputy collectors who are doing 
advisory work on Income Tax. 


Payments sent by mall should be at- 


ached to the returns and should be In 
he form of check, money order or 
draft. 
Cash payments by mail are 


sent at the taxpayer's risk of loss. 


If you are unable to make your re- 


urn personally because of illness, ab- 
sence or incapacity an agent or Ipsal 
representative may make your return. 


If there are any doubtful points as 


to your items of income or allowable 
deductions you should get in touch at 
once with a Revenue officer or a bunk- 
er for advice. 


Women Pay Tax. 


Women are subject to all

iuirements of the Income Tax. Wheth- 
er single or married, a woman's Income 
trom ail sources must be considered.

for 1018 if her nee income was $1,001) 


over.

Severe Penalties. 


The new Revenue Law places severe 


penalties on a person who fails to 
make return on time, refuses to make 
returu or renders a fraudulent returu. 
For failure to make return and pay 
tax ou time a fine of not more than 
51,000 Is named and 25 per cent of the 
tax due is added to the assessment. 
For refusing willfully to make return 
or for making a false or fraudulent re- 
turn there is a fine of not exceeding 
$10,000 and imprisonment of not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both. 


Farmers' Income Taxable. 


Every 
furmftr and ranchman who 


had a fa;r or a good year in 191S must 
heed the Income Tax this year. 
He 


must consider nil his Income as tax- 
able. 
He is entitled to deduct from 


his gross income ail amounts expended 
in carrying on'bis farm.

Luntange, Luxembourg 


January 12, 1919 


Dear Friend Fred: — 


Your kind and welcome letter was 


received a week ago with the Con- 
solidated News, thanking you veiy 
much, for it. 
Certainly was glad to 


receive it for it brought back iiien- 
ories of the old friends back home. 
You know it does a fellow good to 
know that he has not been forgotten 
by those whom he cannot forget. 


I guess you 
are 
beginning 
to 


think I have forgotten all about my 
friends at the office. 
I 
have 
not 


very much time to spend in writing 
but I have often 
thought 
of 
the 


bunch at the office. 
I have certainly 


had some experiences since I 
left 


the good old L*. S. A. and expfct to 
be back the first of spring or sooner. 


I left the states May 
25th 
last 


y^ar and certainly had 
some 
trip. 


We were on the water 17 days, some 
of the boys got real sick but 
1. was 


lucky as I only had a small dose of 
sea sickness which only lasted one 
day and I sure enjoyed 
the 
trip. 


We traveled 31 days before we reach- 
ed our destination over on this side 
of the pond. 
We did not 
ride 
in 


pullmans. 
We rode in box cars on 


this side. 
On the side of each car 


they painted room for eight horses 
or "forty men. and it is comfortable 
riding (nit.) 


We did most of our 
moving 
at 


night when at the front. 
So our 


German friend could not fly over us 
with his planes and give us a shower 
of machine gun bullets or bombs. 


I have got so that I can sleep any 


where, any place and any time and 
where under a wagon in a dug out 
or a shell hole, in fact 
any 
place. 


I have been on three big drives, the 
St Meihel. the Argonne 
and 
the 


A.rgonne-:vleuse. 
The things I have 


sen I never will forget in fact some 
of them are too terrible to mention. 


We chased Jerry as far 
as 
the 


Meuse river when we got news 
of 


the armistice. 
We could 
'hardly 


believe it when we got the order to 
stop 
firing. 
We stopped firing on 


the llth month, llth 
day, llth 


hour and the llth 
field 
artillery 


were with us when we fired some of 
the last shots. 
On that 
hour 
it 


seemed like coming from 
a 
hazy 


dream, not true or to be' 
realized, 


men grinned, looked at one another 
i.nd asked "do you think its true? ' 
When the officers order 
was read 


off by a near by officer from an in- 
fantry 
outfit. 
Hell 
broke 
loose, 


men cried., others cheered, 
officers 


shook hands with privates and every 
gunner sent a final shot to Germany. 


Hours after the quite seemed to 


pull no whiz bangs 
or 
G. I 
cans 


whisting through the 
air, simply 


columns of troops marching in day 
light and at ease which to us who 
had crawled for months in dorkness 
seemed an unusual sight. 


Than as we rode over the 
land 


we began to see the beauty o£ France 
by day light on our march 
to

la'st position which was an old saw 
mill within v.iew of the river Meuse. 
T havr: had the pleasure of crossing 
the river on

German 
pontoon 


bridge which was built by them and 
captured by the Americans 
undei 


the most hellish fire that man ever 


We camped upon a. hill near the 


mill which the wind swept bleak and 
cold and we arose many mornings 
with Jack Frost staring at us out- 
side of our pup tents with his frost 
coat on. 
We moved 
our 
horse.s 


off of the hill into the mill to keen 
them out of the cold and what room 
that was left was given to the men 
and believe me they were 
" 


dreary days on that hill, 
writing this letter to you 
nursery of an ol dFrench Chateau 
which "is everything we have heard 
about in our travels or in novels or 
pictures. 
This room was the quar- 


ters of a division paymaster General 
in the German army but is now the 
snug and cozy quarters of 
three 


non-commissioned officers 
of 
th-3 


cootie chasing army. 
These buildings and grounds are 


owned by a Frenchman who 
is

Colonel "of the Artillery. 
He wa.s 


here today on a furlough to look the 
place over but soon left 
a

down man after he had found it had 
ben occupied by the Germans.

the rooms but this one have 
been 


made up into bunks, 
some 
rooms 


have as high as 2,224 bunks in then, 
three bunks high. 
In the rear is a big court yard or 


as we call it at home a barn 
yard. 


And in the center is a garden plot 
in which at one time no doubt many 
of France's

flowers 


grew. 
At one end of the garden is 


the ever present crucifix of France 
in tact everywhere you go you see 
one over here, 
which is 
reverend 


now I believe by 
every

soldier who has been at the front, 
because dear friends we have learned 
to fear our God more no\v; after what 
we had to go thru. | 


Near by they are building the rail- 


road and ever distant whistle that 
we hear makes us stop working and 
smile for that means they are coming 
close to us and we will be getting 
near home, and the boys hope the 
work will he completed soon as we 
sure want to get to home sweet home 
again. 
We left Stenay, France on January 


nth and after a two day hike thru 
Belgium, crossed the border line in- 
to Luxembourg. 
I am 
now 
only 


about 20 miles 
from

German 


border. 
I think our next move will 


be into Germany. 
I sure feel closer 


to Berlin than I

BARBERRY XO\V 


This is the time to locate barberry 


bushes, dig them out, and thereby 
protect the wheat crop of the entire 
neighborhood from black rust. That 
is the advice of workers in the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
who are directing the campaign to 
destroy the common barberry. 
At 


present about 60 field men 
are 
at 


work in 14 northern 
and 
centr-'" 


states locating barberry bushes; but 
this force will be very materially in- 
creased before the height 
of 
th- 


open season for barberry digging- - 
when the frost begins to come out of 
the ground. 
At the 
present 
the 


spores of the black stem 
rust, 
in 


which stage the rust passes the win- 
ter, are lying on stubble and grasses 
waiting for spring to come so they 
can begin their 
destructive 
work. 


The black spore stage can not spread 
to grains and grasses, but only to the 
common barberry, on which it forms 
the spring or cluster-cup stage. These 
spores then cause rust on grains ami 
grasses. 
If there are no common 


barberry bushes, therefore the rust 
can not get started in the spring.

ing In a boat on a rough sea, Tlr 
bridge across tho Wisconsin river is 
pavod with thoso blocks and 
they 


havo bumped up so that it Is danger- 
ous for ono not acquainted with con- 
ditions to ride over it in tho 
night

"Americanization" of Europe Because of the War 


W 


ASHINGTON.—Thoughtful observers, abroad, of a philosophical turn of 
mind are predicting a considerable "Americanizatloii*' of Europe as a 


result of the great war. Points made by them include these: Millions of 
American soldiers have brought the 
stamp of American personality to Eu- 
rope. 
Tlie work of material recon- 


struction for years to come will bring 
to Europe thousands of Americans of 
force and individuality. 
There will 
i 


necessarily be an increasing assimila- 
; 


tion of American ways. An indication 
of what is coming Is the fact thnt the 
women of Europe have already fallen 
in love with the American soldier. 


There will be a. certain percolation 


of what may be called the "American, j 
language"—idioms, quick turn of phrases, unusual sentences to fit emergen- 
cies, sparkling verbal humor. The English, however, will not accept either 
the American intonation or pronunciation. 


Baseball may become popular, but the British will not supplant cricket 


with It. Men may take the place of women as barkeepers in England: There 
will be a greater market than ever for American plays. The British theater 
will remain as It Is, with Its buffet, lounge-, carclrooiu and other conveniences. 


Europe will likely adopt many American dishes. There is a longing for 


grapefruit for breakfast. Buckwheat cakes are liked -wherever tried. Ei-oiled 
chicken, corned beef hash aiul waffles have an appeal that cannot be resisted. 
American bacon, however, is not popular in England; it is too salty. • 


Americans nre the best-dressed people in the'world; ordinary men in the 


streets of New York or Chicago nre dressed with a precision not equalled in 
imy great city of Europe. 
In Kurope, Americans dress rather after their 


home stylo than according to the local style. Hitherto Paris has been the 
world center of woman's fashions nnd London the center for men's fashions. 
There is likely to be a rage for certain American articles of attire. Perhaps 
In Paris and London signs will be seen, "The latest from Fifth avenue." 


In the Industrial world American efficiency has--taught Europeans so 


many things that the effects are beyond estimate and enumeration In reason- 
able space.

EPORTS from American headquarters In Germany show that 40 ware- 
houses nnd barracks in the Coblenz region, crammed with millions of 


dollars' worth of war materials, abandoned by the Germans, will revert to 
the United States by default. The sup- 
plies were not inventoried by 
the 


enemy and' cannot be turned over to 
the allied pool under the armistice 
terms. 


One-hundred men of the salvage 


department have completed.a month's 
work in checking up these materials. 
They have made an inventory of only 
six of the warehouses so far, and their 
report comprises 60 typewritten pages. 
In addition, investigators are contin- 
ually finding new caches. -The mate- 


rials rnn"e from needle.- nnd songhooks to huge guns, locomotives and shells. 
The salvagers have begun shipping the best of them into France, Including 
a trninload of machine guns, ammunition and accessories. 
Army officials 


hold the opinion that much of the stuff is not worth shipping space to the 
United States. Disposal of goods that are usable and yet not valuable enough 
to transport across the. Atlantic is uncertain. Possibly they will be sold to 
France 
Materials that cannot be sold will bo destroyed.

.for shipment to tin- United States to be distributed as prizes in connection 
with tlie next Victory loan campaign. 
The shipment consists of cavalry officers' bright steel helmets and Prus-

with the oil producers to assure a 
steady supply of fuel. 


"Oil fuel Is the real solution of the 


American merchant marine problem." 
Mr. Rosseter said in outlining the poli- 
cy 'under 
development.

chiefly necessary is complete co-operation of the various enterprises and 
interests concerned, and during the last few days we have succeeded in reach- 
ing an understanding, I believe, with the oil producers preliminary to pro- 
ceeding further. 


"It would be manifestly uneconomic to establish new bunkerage facilities 


in ports where they now are available, and yet it will be necessary to widen 
the facilities for oil supply to vessels. We have consequently secured assur- 
ances that the existing plants will be operated in conjunction with, the system 
the board is contemplating establishing. 


"The importance of oil fuel to the future of the American merchant 


marine, i believe, cannot he overrated. It means the difference between suc- 
cess and failure, in short."
